LlTF.RARV AKIl ARTISTIC PRurKKTY. — The 

Paris cvraapondent of the. New York Evening 
Post says Count Walewiki ba^ delivered an able 
aod loarnsd discourse before the committee ap- 
pointed In irquiro into ard establish I he question 
of litorary and artistic properly. M. Walowtki 
hrst glances :il the imporlarce and dignity if the 
k. ard the honcr couferrsjd upon him of co op- 
erating with tbi.i select committea of minds lo 
Fetlla a <]aeetr>n so important for authors ond ar- 
tnte, as well as for humanity. He compliments 
ttoEmparor upon hid wise fortnight in giving 
prominence to this qusslion. The right of the uu- 
tbor to his work was born with tbo art bf printing, 
but noverlbel«3S existed Kn^ before a., a natural 
right. Tbe minister thon runs through sii-toftlt 
cla: iic«, from Homer to Virgil; takes a leap to 
the time of Francis I, when the lights of authors 
were rather royal favors than right-, alludes 
to the decree by which the heira of La Fontaine 
r.rt titled by the works of their illustrious ances- 
tor; fptaksof tb« labors of Voltaire, lletumar- 
chais, and of the Avocat- Ijtnerale Antonio Louis 
.'-• I tier in this field; follows the course of justice 
lo the tiiu« of the French revolntion, when the 
dtcree respecting literary property was tirst swept 
away with alf other royal decree", and after 
wards restored in lbs form ef a law; and gees on 
to trace its history till 1851, when it was eotab 
limbed that the rights of authors extended for 
ttir'y years to their posterity; discusses the argu- 
ments pro and con for a greater or less term of 
extension cf their rights, ending with qu ding 
Limartine's declaration: "I demand fifty year* 
for the rights cf intelligent, because I see thai 
the time is not yet come for granting more. Bui 
toe d*y when yon prcclaim tbe perpetuity of 
literary property you will have emancipated 'la 
ptnsee humamt.' " "This day, meesieur?," saye 
M. Walewski, "is come. The ol hcti.ns which 
are brought against the application of tbe princi- 
ples cf a common right to literary property, have 
they lost anything of their value? In tbe state 
of our legislation is it not permitted to consecrate 
the rights which Authors of literary and artistic 
works should have, like the authors of every 
ether work, of disposing freely and to perpetuity 
of tbe fruits of thair labor? It is for yon lo re 
solve tbi) grave question." 

Gossir Abolt F'ort Hiisny.— We find thi 
following in a letter to the St. Louis Republican: 

Colonel Dickey's Fourth Cavalry (lllinoi.-) has 
been regarded aB one of the best in the eeivic-, 
and was - :nt on with tbe first column designee 
to attack Fort Henry in the rear. Tbtv inarched 
from noir the mouth of tbe Tennessee river, re 
connoitering the western shore. It was supposed 
the fort would stand a siege if many hours; it 
took six mouths to prepare its defences, and r 
b d been boasted that 50,000 men and all the gun- 
boats at our command could not reduce it. But 
the rebol troops were so frightened thev nearly 
all left before the first shot was fired! The fort 
held out just one hour and fifteen minutes. 
Meantime tbe land forces were coming up ex- 
pecting to fight tbiir way into the fort from the 
rear, when, to their uttir astonishment, lhay 
found the fort bad been Fu rendered acd all tbt 
rebel trwps gone. They made a perfect stam- 
pede, leaving tents standing, stcres, b?g^aga, 
»rms, everything, and their track wa« streweo 
with muekoU, pistols, and everything that cou'd 
impede their (light. A part of the Fourth Cev- 

I r y, under Lieut. Colonel McCullough, beiog it 
advance, were first in the fort. But they did no> 
stop to look for spjib; they rushed on in pursuit 
of the enemy nntil night, taking thirty prison 
era and six pieces of i .hi artillery. 

While tbi* was going on, Msj ar Wallace, with 
four companies, scouted towards Fort DoneUon, 
and Captain KockwooJ brought up tbe reir ni 
t be division. M . m Jame?. with two companies 
was on tbe other side of tbe rivor with General 

mitb. 

■Subsequently. Colonel Dickey, with a part oi 
his fores, scouted the river up as far as the Ohio 
a d Memphis Bailroad bridge, and found the fur 
titicatiors there abandoned. Csptain Worcester 
ccouted to the very line of Fort Donelsoo, driving 
in tbe rebel pickets. Cavalry is tbe thing tot 
t his service; it is fleet, but not fast enough to 
i itch rebels when tbey start so soon and lun 
fast. 

To show tbe spirit with which this war is car- 
ried on by some in tbe rebel servic?, two of oui 
scouts overtook a H>ing rebel, wben tbey com 
carded him to bait. He baited and appeared 
willing toru'rnnder, wben instautly he drew bit 
double-barreled shot-gun and killed one of tbe 
econte, intending probably to kill the other with 
the remaining barrel. But be wa3 not quick 
enough for that, and was shot dead by tbe other 
scout. The two men fell at the same instant. 

A portion of the 4th remains at Cairo, under 
c immar.d of Major BowmaD, and h now ordered 
to the field.

He wn suparinter.dant 
of d f inces in Matamoras, January, 1817, the 
Capte in of volunteer artillery in Hughes's regi- 
ment for the Mexican war from August, 1817, to 
July, 1818, and the principal Assistant Engineer 
cf Ihe Panama divirirn of the Isthmus railroad 
in 1847. Snch is his pubPc record. Between 
1819 and 186!, there ii a blark, ard if be could 
shut out ibe circumstances of his mrrenderat 
Fori Honry, it is probable that be sTI u'd be bat- 
ter pleased. 

A Sbasowadle Rrmisder —At the last meet- 
ing of the Boston Numismatic Society, the Sec- 
retary exhibited two English medals commemo- 
rating Ibe overthrow of the Great Rebellion of 
1715. One with the head of the Duke of Cum- 
berland, the "British Hero, " exhibits "Rebellion 
justly awarded at Carlisle, the prisoners with 
baiters around their necks, beiug on their way to 
prison. The other with the head of George I. 
has on the reverse a map of Great Britain, repre- 
sented as reduced to order, and restored to the 
King s authority by tbe sword of tbe Lord, which 
is seen in tbe heavens.

Bow Gen. Stosif s Tkeasosaule Corres- 
poRHEKrE avxs Discovered. — A Washington 
correspondent of the New Y ork Tribune gives the 
following explanation ef the manner in which 
Gen. Stone's treachery was discovered- 

An honorably discharged New York soldier, on 
visiting Washington, for ihe purpose of getting 
bis pay, mentioned to a gentleman in one of the 
public offices, tbat while be — the soldier— was on 
picks! du'.y near Edwards's Ferry, somo time sub- 
sequent to tbe Bill s IJlatT sffiir. Gen. 8'ene, ac- 
companied by a single servant, rode down near 
the Ferry, ar.d entering an old unoccupied house, 
locked arrjss the river through his spyglass. lie 
then rtmc -anted and roda away, bnt soon returned, 
and having apparently discovered, bv tbe aid of 
his epyglats, tho object for which he was looking 
waved his hind. Directly about a dozen rebel 
horsemen appeared on the opposite bank. Gen. 
Stone then went to tbe pickets and ordered five 
men to oro s and sea what ibe horsemen wanted 
On reaching the Virg-nia shore they wera re 
tainrd as botstagc?. while an eq ial "number o' 
rebels crossed over, and held a conference with 
Gen. Stone, in the bousi bafjro described. A 
toldier »t the ferry saw a sealed packet passing 
betwean tbe rebels and tbo General. One of the 
rebels remarked to one of tbe hostages that they 
had "come down bv appointment.' Capt. Por 
ter beaded the rebels. Owing to the danger lhat 
attend* omplaints on the part of soldier» against 
their superiors, and tbe nervous anaietv with 
which Gen. Stone prsvented communication be- 
tween tbe men of bis command and the Capital 
thee facts remaintd unnoticed until tbe other 
day. 

The writer alio complains that several officers 
of the Provost Guard of Washington board wi h 
tha wife of a man who is now with Ihe reb>l< 
she being likewise a notorious secessionist, and 
that they have procured passes for ber and bar 
rebel friends to go to and fr im the South.

Wool Gkoiwini; — Sheep are rapidly advanc- 
ing in value, and it is an impossibility tbat wool 
growing can ever meet witb the competition it 
fiss 'd- n", from imported woollen clo hes. The 
du lei on them must be such as will afford ample 
encouragement. Wo new see how abs dutely 
necessary it is tbat we ehould always lave an 
•mple supply of home wool, for it is an indis 
pensable necVis-ity, If a European war sbon'd 
grow out of our present dirliculiies, wh»re would 
we be in a twelvemonth aa to cotton and woollen 
goods? Dog hair would not answer. A pitv it 
is that it will not, for if a censueof dogs were'aken 
it wonld be found that they were mere nu nerous 
than sheep. 

In Ohio the annual loss bv dogs killing sboep 
is from *100,000 to -«il06,000, as shown by tbe 
returns of the township assessors. Dap aad low 
duties have bean curseo to wool growing, and a- 
the latter have been dispensed wi h, let H dis- 
pense witb tbe former also. 

The law of Indiana requires tbat dogs ehoul i 
be licensed before the first Mondav in January of 
each year, and if not, they ate decUred a nuis 
ance. and it is lawful to kill them when found off 
tbe premises or out of tho presence of the owner. 
It declares that when sheep are killed or injured, 
Ihe owner of tbe dogs h table for the damages 
susta'ned by the owner ef the sheep. Cotnmor 
eonncils of cities and tbe authorities of towns may 
levy a I pecitic tax on dogs. 

As a Iruiiful source of sheep killing dogs is in 
our town dogs, it is hoped that such a tax will 
be levied as will soon dry np "doggeries "— s«pe- 
oially tbat most dangerous of all dogs, the New- 
foundland.

easily be removed out of tbe reach of the enemy. 
It is said that many of Ihe sick and 1 onrale cing 
walked all ihe way from lhat j 1 iot tol'aris,reacbe.u 
Iberaat a late hour Ibuis I iv nigbt. Afier theeur- 
rend r of the fort,our cavalry on Ibis tide the river 
discovered that Ihe sncnaT had landed a very 
large number of cav.ilrv above and below th im, 
and were end-avoiing to tut tbem off, when they 
reirea'ttid towaidi 1'aria, winch point thev reach- 
ed in safety. Bstwssn T.'a sod 9 o'clock ihurs- 
diy night, a Fealeral gunboat came up to ths 
Tennessee river bridge. Tbe draw was down. 
The Dunbar, which bad anived hours before, 
was only a short dittaaes sbora, but beyond tb* 
ueaw. "'Ihe Federal gunboat imirndtaloly uptned 
lire upon th* Dunbar. Two shots took < ffecl iu 
Ihe bridge. Oao struck a s'one pier, doing lit- 
tle d image; tbe other utruck the upright', 
knorking down two or three heavy timbers. An- 
other ball, il is luppossd pndnble, struck the 
Dunbur, though tbu is not yuito curtain. Tb* 
last seen of tha Dunbar rite was rounding toward 
shore in a b»r.d, though if she were rot disabled, 
she bad plenty of timo to get away before th* 
gunboats could pass the bridge. It is not knowu 
certainly, thirefore, whether the Dunbar oKap- 
«d. Thi other boats, with tb* provitims, (lid 
escape, and were out of sight w hi^i the Fedorals 
arrived. 

Several who lafi thebridre in tho last train 
reported tbat the bridge was d.-stroyed imrnvdi- 
ately, but Ibe fact appears to ho thit it wan in 
the'pisssfMon pf th* F'ederals, and they could 
iKIiur destroy it or not, ui mighl bed cult their 
designs. The bridge is an exceedingly value bis 
one. having cosL $180,000, and e'ftlit months to 
build it. 

Sine* tbe abov* was written, despatches from 
Fo-t Donelson and Nashville giv« further pitiico- 
Itrs in rsfarence to tbe Fort Henry atf sir. It 
will be seen that Gen. Tilghman and' some SO of- 
ficers and men BOrraodsrad with the fort. Also, 
that the batteries wer3 capturtd, and the small 
i arms only caved.

ing of Fort Henry to cut eff the retreat of the 
rebel army. 

As the detailt of tho assault are not yet 
authentically known, as such details as have 
transpired do not eoem to us to warrant ani- 
madversion, and as our correspondent's- ani- 
madversions are exceedingly severe and also 
particular, we, in justice to all concerned, with- 
hold the communication for tho present at 
least. In doing this wo make no doubt that 
we shall entitle ourselves to the especial thauki 
of our patriotic und illustrious coarespondent 
himself. 

<6rThe capture of Fort Donelson is a crush- 
ing blow to tho rebellion, and leaves Nash- 
Mile and Memphis at the mercy of the Union 
forces, if indeed they will have the temerity 
to effor any further resistance to the might of 
the Govarnment. It will be gome days before 
the details of tho battle can be 1 received. The 
Ijss of life on both tides has doubtless been 
terrible; the loyalists fought with all the man- 
ly inspiration of a righteous cause, and the 
rebels with all the energy of despair. We 
give in other columns all lit-) fncts connect-. d 
with the batcio which have reached us, and 
shall await the full returns with groat solici- 
tude Meanwhile, with feelings of grateful 
joy too deep for utterance, we congratulate 
our fellow- citizens on the prospect of pence 
and national supremacy which nt last is open- 
jrg bright before us. 

TrtE Mightiest Event of the War.— Of 
course wo need not enlarge upon the vast im- 
portance — vast both in character and in re- 
sults — of the event with which tho wholo na- 
tion is now resounding, tho victory of the 
Union arms at Fort Donolsm. It is an tTflat 
of great, of tremendous moment. It tran- 
scends in magnitude all the other conflicts of 
tho war combined, biilliant and startling as 
some of them have been. Millions and mil- 
lions of patriots will shout ovrr it and kiudlo 
bonfires and ring bells and discharge < annon 
and join in torch-light processions, and even 
in the rebel sections of the Union hundreds of 
tboasauds of hearts that hitherto have dared 
to cherish their loyalty only in sorrecy will 
give utterance to their joy in words as free ami 
brave as the winds that sweep the sky. 

The taking of Fort Donelson was a truly 
prodigious work. The Confederate military 
authorities did not believe that it could bo 
done by any force that could be brought against 
them. Their confidence in iu supposed im- 
pregnability made them willing to risk every- 
thing on the issue. They had just as many 
heavy guns as they wanted, some of them, it 
appears 128 pounders, as heavy siege guns m 
have ever been used upon this continent. Tho 
fort was constructed upon the most sci"ntific 
principles, everything being done in and 
around it that a large army working under the 
direction of tho best civil and military engi- 
neers could accomplish by the unceasing la- 
bor of weeks. Deep trenches were dug at 
proper distances in front of the high and for- 
midable .embankments, thousonds and thou- 
sands of trees were dragged untrimmed aod 
wholo and placed thick together consid- 
erably in front of the trenches to (hat no foe 
should be able to penetrate even to tho first 
trench without being detained long enough to 
be slaughtered by tho murderous tire of artil- 
lery and thousands of rirlen from points cf 
comparative security, and all tho other obsta- 
cles were created that ingenuity could devise 
aod numbers and industry execute. Add to 
all this, these terrible defences arc said to havo 
boon defended by an army of twenty-five or 
thirty thousand men fighting under the black 
flag, the murderous Usg of no surrenJsr and 
no quarter. 

We do not know of an instanco on record 
where such a powerful "work, so powerfully 
manned, was carried by an army except after 
long investment and slow and Fcienliuc ap- 
proaches. Wo do not know what was the 
strength of Can. Grant's army, but, knowing 
what wo did of Fort Donelson, wo tremliiod 
for several days with painful appreheruions as 
to the issue of the approaching attack. The 
battle and its results will be bailed, so long es 
thoro shall be an American history, as an im- 
moital evidence of the patriotic and oven des- 
perate, valor of our countrymen. The account 
of the closing scene has not come, but it will 
ba wildly and deeply thrilling when it comes. 
It will stir the blood of feeble age, of vigorous 
manhood, of beautiful womanhood, and of 
feeble childhood. 

Few troops in the world, even though headed 
by a Napoleon or a Mural, could havo been led 
to tho storming of a fort against odds so dread- 
ful. Wo presumo that Southern pens and 
tnngues havo written and spoken their last 
words of derision and scorn in regard to the 
imputed cowardicoof tho troops of the United 
rl'.atcs battling for all thftt is worth being called 
a ountiy. 

Tho proceeds Of this Tiatory arc incalcula- 
ble-. Wo have captured fifteen thousand of 
the enemy, including their two greatest gec- 
erals, and tboir wholo immense supply of ar- 
tillery and all their small arms, ammunition, 
and provisions. It is tho annihilation of a 
Wouthero army when the military power of the 
Huiithcra Confederacy was already struggling 
and gasping for breath. It is a blow from 
which the rebellion cannot recover. Kentucky 
m?y now be recorded as delivered from the 
dark curse that has eo long rested upon a large 
portion of her soil, and now the war, if the 
rebels must still have war, will 6woep through 
Teunc-sco, and the redemption of that odcc 
noble State will he the immediate consequence. 

The traitor Tilghman met his reward seve- 
ral days ago. The traitors Sidney Johnston 
end Simon Bolivar Buckner have now met 
thdrs, and Beauregard and Folk may, if they 
will, profit by the three warnings. Wocxult not 
over a fallen foe, but God knows wo do exult, 
and we thank Him for the privilege of exult- 
ing, that Buckner has fallen. Let him bo 
well and honorably treated as a prisoner of 
war, but whilo there is a war, let him go forth 
a free man no more. 

•yThe Cincinnati Gazette thinks it has de- 
tected us in an inconsistency because while we 
expressed anxiety that it should not publish 
early army news, wo gave place to a letter from 
FuMeUenry written "On tho eve of the 
battle. " The Gazette mistakes our position. Wc 
hare no objection to the publication of army 
news, our objection is to tho publication of 
contemplated movements and the strength of 
particular bodies of onr troops. To write a 
letter on the eve of a battle which cannot 
reach it? destination for three or four days 
ean da no injury to the Union cause. We are 
sorry to see tho Gazette so captious in rtferonce 
|Q thii matter. We were earnest in our re- 
faM that it should he inure guarded, but it if 
n-jt met iu n friendly or a patriotic spirit.

0-Tho subject of legislative relief to the 
people is now taxing the statesmanship of tho 
General Assembly. Ftrhape there is no sub- 
ject, in the whole range ol legislative duties, 
better suited to tax statesmanship to the ut- 
most. And in the present instance the neces- 
sity for action appears to be as great as the 
difficulty of wise action. Indeed, there is no 
room for doubt as to tho necessity of relief in 
some form. On this point tho Governor in 
his message holds the following language: 

In regions ever which the contending armits 
have passed, larne amoonte of property have been 
taken or deetraved, the country haa been mado 
d -jlata, and large numbers of the pe -pie who 
were contented, comfortable, and independent, 
arc tulTiring (Of the necessaries of life; their 
'.nice* hive beM destroyed, their Btock and pro- 
vi ions taken, eo that many cannot make a crop 
thij year; add to this, that many persons have 
bscn frightened or dragged from their homes and 
suffering families. I he laws are silent, or cannot 
be executed Universal gloom and distress per- 
vaJe these regions. Families are divided and 
or- ken up, and each bai its wrongs <r its 
woe* to relate. Starvation stares many in 
the face. In other and mora highly favored 
districts no property of any description can 
he fold at one -third" of its fjriner volu". The 
people are much In debt. Ih#y would pi id- 
ly pa v, if their property would b ing any thing 
like a reae-jnatilo price- hut owing to the great 
reduction ia the circulation of the hanks— from 
thirteen to rive millions cf dollars within a year 
or two; twine lo tho enormous war debt which 
must be met by an increase of taxation, tie de- 
struction of property and of coMidence, the with- 
drawal of the fund - try capita 1 3t», and the conse- 
quent fall in prices, the threat Indebtodrrose of our 
people, and the opening of the conrtr, bankruptcy 
end rnin staro Ihem in tin fjci unlets thiy get 
relief. 1 am free to say I tbiik tbey "Uitbt to 
have It, and I will cheat fully co-oparate with ycu 
in the paieapte of such relioi 1 oiaa-.ure* as may ba 
consistent with the c-.nstiiution. 

The picture drawn here by the Governor is 
not too highly cob-red. It is under the maik 
rather than over it. We ourselves have 
heard o! families, possessed of what 
would havs proved a compotouce in 
ordinary times, who have been driven 
by starvation to enter the lines of cur army 
nad bog for food from the soldiers. We need 
not add that in these painful instance/ the nec- 
essary relief has been promptly bestowed. A 
single instance of this description would tflice 
to show how appalling must be the condition 
of thoaa who even in oidinary times ore reck- 
oned MOT. If men are brought, down by tho 
times at this rate from comfortable circumstan- 
ces what must bicome of that numerou; rli\sa 
of men whom tho times found in circumstan- 
ces anything but camfcrtab'.e? The answer is 
ioanel to think of. 

On this saaie.^poi.it the Mount Sterling 
Whig a week or two ego set forth the parti- 
cular hardt'aips cf the lcya! men of the Moun- 
tiins as follows : 

Since tho courts hava cporod, tha s»ces«ionis!s 
have completely tha tdvaota^a cf the Union nun 
in tho n;ou .lain ountia-. in tbi.-; aftor Marshall's 
dsfrnt ttey fla t nearly 1 11 Had nilh him, taking 
wiih them their personal effects, or, whete tbey 
had real estate aid owed mouey, making suoil 
p-opr-rty over to some one r-'se. The debts which 
t tie Owon men owe to then* thev ara gradually 
uanding back to frieudi, ur cfli:ers, to coerce pav- 
ment. Than the s«c ;s.-i -r.iste at* enabled to make 
their dsbts by running 1 Y >■ men, while the lat- 
ter bave no show at them. Cannot the Legisla- 
ture do something fur our poor, oppressed, and 
harassed Uobn mm of the mountaia counties on 
it* meeting? There are hundred? and hondreds 
w ho have plenty of property, but who havo not 
had for a long time, and cannot got, a c*nt of 
money for the present, on account cf this unholy 
rebellion, and sliall they now be annihilated to 
bsnstit the wicked scouudrob who are their com- 
mon fo«s and tbe foes of the country? We hepa 
the Legislature will say — So! 

Hundrtds of mea Id the ■ -uotain'— mon of 
pri party and the, heads of familie — while lhay 
nid not enlist in the army of ihe Union, have 
b«en serving as soldiers m diiFjrent capacities, for 
niortt if tha tin;*, avi r since October last, neg- 
lecting their business and ll)«ir families, to pro- 
tect the country fr-un the inroads r-f marauding 
hands of rebsb. Sb ill tb'ae man now be made 
the snbj-ct of destruction by hungry creditors ? 
They are perfectly solvent and are honest men, 
and a little protection extended to It-em will save 
uiaoy a little homeite.d and enable them gradu- 
ally to bquidata their indebtedness. 

Unquestionably this account is entirely faith- 
ful. The representatives of these noble men 
in the Legislature will bear testimony to the 
cntiro faithfulness of the account. But on 
this point generally there is in fact no differ- 
ence of opinion. The necessity for relief in 
tome form is conceded on all sides. The 
necessity is imperative and acknowledged. 
The only question is as to how the relief can 
be brought about most justly and ctfcctually. 
Hare is the d ; ltionlty. This is the probicin. 
And r knottier one is seldom presented to the 
conscientious legislator. Several methods of 
solution bare been suggested, among which 
are tho following- cusgested by a meeting of 
the citizens of the county of Marion: 

Rttoletd, That while we are not w»do>d to anv 
particular plau of relief, so that it is em :ient and 
ad quate to the purposes in view, ws would, nev- 
ertheless, suggest that it might be affor led in a 
well-arrang d valuation law, I aving raference al- 
ways to tho valuation of propsrty when Ihadabt 
was originally crea'ed; or tha continuation of tba 
law er.aclod in May las'; or in providing by law 
that when jadgmant is rendered against a party, 
tbe executl.-n for twenty per cent of tba amount 
c-f the judgments may is?ue, and ba governed 
bv exactly the law as now governs and ap- 
pnai to execution?; that ii fenr months from tha 
rendition of the judgment another oxecui ion for 
twenty p?r cant of the judgment may Usue and 
run tba eamo routine aa the first tXeOElfocj and 
iu four months from the issuing of tha last axa- 
cntiou let anotbor i -sue, for a like amount, and so 
on e7ory four months, fiora tha lime tba last exe- 
cution issued, until tba j nlgroont is exhausted or 
satisfied. >Ve believe that lha interest* of tha 
creditor class are as much, or ought to ba, inter- 
ested in some well digested plan of Ihij kiud as 
the dtb.or clas9. 

Other methods have been suggested in the 
Legislature or will be in the course of a few 
days, when the whole subject in connection 
with tho lelative merits of tho various plans 
will no doubt undergo a p itient and exhaustive 
discussion. The. matter U one of Iho gravest 
consequence, and should not ho passed upon 
heedlessly, for though the net j«sity for action 
is imperative the necessity fur judicious action 
is equally 60. Oar 'legislators ought to hasten 
slowly. A blundering or reckless attempt to 
solve this delicate problem might aggravate 
the evils to bo remedied and create others not 
less numerous and lusupportahle. 

We have not touched upon tbe subject at 
present for vhe purpose of urging or of even 
suggesting any particular scheme of relit f, but 
merely to express our conviction that the Leg- 
islature should provide relief in some form. 
Tho obligation appears to us to be most urgent. 
The civil war in which wo ha\o been plunged 
has so disordered tho operations of society 
thatihe ordinary appliances of legislation can- 
not reach the evils cf the hour. Extraordinary 
evils can b3 successfully met in general only 
by extraordinary remedies, and, when the for- 
mer appear unmistakably and ali ordinary 
remedies fail, it is the part cf wi«dcm to resort 
to the latter, of course under ihe .'imitations 
imposed by the fundamental principles of good 
government as expressed clearly in the consti- 
tution. And thus we trust the extraordinary 
remedy of reliof will be applied to tho extraor- 
dinary and the othcrwi.-o irremediable evils 
that now ell'ict our people. Tho best method 
of applying this remedy is undoubtedly a sub- 
ject worthy of the best energies of the best in- 
tellects amongst as. 



The lesson waa a wholesome one, and, we 
are bound to own, the rebel" were rery apt to 
comprehend it.

They held themselves up as very dovih; but a 
siDgle manly strofcvs ct courtesy, such as be- 
comes a victorious chieftain, has put tho devil 
out of them.

It is hardly loo niuoh to say that Gxneral 
Buell's handsome condnc t in relation to th't 
remains of Gen. '/. illict tf.-r, sustained as it is 
by the kindred bearing of tbe loyal authority* 
everywhere, has dono more to break down the 
spirit of the rebels, and more to brace up the 
spirit of the silent patriots of the South, than 
many a victory m the field would have done. 
Ordinary and unimportant as the incident i* 
in itself, it haa told und is telling with magi- 
cal effect upon tho proud but deluded people 
in rebellion. It forms a captivating and beau- 
tiful accompaniment to the loud nntcsof victory 
that are filling the land. 



CiirTho Federal ollicers recently exchanged 
at Nashville unite in declaring that a most 
salutary impression was produced on the rebels 
by Gen. Buell's voluntary and courteous rottirn 
of the body of Gen. Zollicoffer. 

The act was not expected by the rebels. 
Nay, they did not expect that the body of the 
dead General would be returned even upon 
their request, and the flag of truce covering 
the request, we are assured, was borne toward 
our lines in the persuasion that the errand 
would prove a vain one. Having discharged 
from their own minds the amenities of riul. 
ized warfare, and schooled themselves to be- 
lieve that we had done likewise, they, not 
unnaturally, looked for nothing bnt a cold und 
coarse refusal. When, howetor, they found 
that their request not only was not refused 
but had been generously anticipated, they sud- 
denly opened their eyes to tbe fact, patent at- 
wajs to the whole world Inside, that the 
chiefs and soldiers of the republic are gentle- 
men as well as warriors, and that if the Star 
Spangled Banuer has lost none of itssliipes 
its stars are also undiminished nod unshorn. 
They awoke all at once to the truth, which 
they have pertinaciously sought to ignore, that 
tho defenders of the Union possess tba graces 
of ehirolry u vol! » its Talor.

CONFIDENCE IN OUR GKNEKALS. 

The brilliant victory near Somerset mado 
tho pulse of all loyal men beat rapturously; 
but the question almost immediately arose, 
was it merely accidental, or was it rather the, 
result of well-considered previous arrange- 
ments? If tho latter, it is well calculated to 
inspire ns with olmost unbounded confidenco 
in our Genorals. It is mw admitted by tbe. 
highest rebel authorities that they were obliged 
either to surrender, retreat, or go ont and 
endeavor to cut off the advancing Fed- 
eral forces in detail. But why were tbey 
obliged to fight? Partly for reasons thoir 
own fault — a too venturous advance — an 
indefensible position — a country destitnto of 
supplies, and impassable roads behind them. 
For all thif, however, thoy had at least one very 
good excuse, an open river to Nashville, from 
whenco it was presumable that the requisite 
reinfjreemcnts and snpplles could readily be 
obtained. But supposn that possession could 
be taken of the river by the Federal forces some 
where between, what then? Why exactly what 
did happen almost immediately after Burksville 
was taken possession of by Gen. Boyle. They 
must, in a few weeks, or a few days, as the 
case might be, lcavo their entrenchments, 
which they did, and not an hour too soon 
Nor was the prcsenco of the requisite number 
of troops at the right point, and at the critical 
moment to prevent being <nt off in detail, 
mere matter of chance. Considering the 
state of the roads, it was indeed a kind Provi 
deuce, crowning with complete snore**, the al 
most incredible efforts of heroic menwh'nh 
brought it about, but it had all been wisely 
plannod beforehand somewhere. 

The reassuring effect of sneh reflections ns 
those had no sooner revived tho courage of 
loyal men, than tbe curtain began to be drawn 
which is now disclosing not only to an ad 
miring country, but, to the nttoniLhed nations 
of Europe, that series of strategic movements 
which has given us Fort Henry at a stroke 
and opened the Way to Bawling Green with 
out a blow, and now holds us in suspense, wiih 
bated breath over the results of tho awful 
struggle going on at Fort Donelson. In 
tho event of its speedy evacuation or stir 
render, of which it would be presumptuous 
to boast in advance, what new measures 
of advance and of conquest may be btfjre on 
armies, we may 6afcly have in the hands of 
that God who is assuredly upon our side, and 
of those skilful c >mmindcrs srho hold tbe 
movements of more than a hundred thuaa 
sand determined men under their control. — 
This is written not to boast, not to anticipcte 
not to utter prophecies or bport idle co»jec 
tures, but to inspire a just confidence in. our 
Generals. They understand the situation,and 
no doubt, w ji] be fouod equal to if.

fyTho day of Tennessee's redemption is 
drawing near, and the injured people of that 
State will then have an opportanity to deal 
with the vile miscreants who usurped the 
power to drag them into tho vortex of seces- 
sion. The ten States which first seceded went 
through the forms of a convention to effect 
their purpose. True it is that such conven- 
tions were no expression of tho popular senti- 
ment, but they were, after a 6ort, the reflex 
of the coerced opinions, which demagogues 
used as a prctoxt for thc-r conduct. Tennes- 
see, on the contrary, firmly resisted every 
effort of the leaders to swerve her from 
her fidelity to the Union, until the 
conspirators resorted to the most auda- 
cious usurpation over devised by roan. 
They induced the Legislature, which had been 
elected two years previpu-ly without any refer- 
ence to Ihe question of joining the confederacy, 
to plot in tecrct conclave and by resolution to 
place "the whole military force and military 
operations of the State under the chief control 
and direction of tbe l'rcsident of the Confed- 
erate States," and this was quickly followed by 
the ordinance of the rebel Congress, admitting 
Tennessee into the Confederacy. As soon 
as this was (ffceted, troops from a 
distance were moved into Tcnnertsce, 
the polla were guarded by armed strangers, 
and thus the />to/>le of TuMMMt were declared 
to have accepted the ordinance of secession. 
The byul portion of tbe population were with- 
out arms, or if they had muskets and shotguns, 
they were speedily disarmed by vigilanco com- 
mittees, tho railroad rolling stocks were seized, 
impressments were ordered and the cntiro m»- 
chmery of a terrible despotism was put in mo- 
tion. For seven months Tennessee has groaned 
under this fearful ai.ilai ion; patriotism bos 
been made the target for rtbel abuse or brutal 
violence; property hai been cantiscated; men 
driven from thoir homes, and a huge army 
subsisted upon the people without any compen- 
sation for supplies seized except the mockery 
of Tennessee bank notes or the worthless bonds 
of tho Southern Confederacy. But the day of 
redomptiou draws near, and woo upon Isbani 
Harris and John Bell and Ctistavus Henry 
and the other arch conspirators iu this accurued 
war of rebellion. When the loyal Tennesseeans 
lind their limbs unfettered end tbeir manacles 
are stricken from their hands thot they may 
grasp their avenging weapons, woe to those 
who have deceived and nbused aud insulted 
them. The guilty plotters of the rebellion 
will be driven in d>sgrcte from the cjnliocs cf 
the State, and their plac-s will be filled by the. 
loyal men who liko Johnson ond Maynard 
and E hcridge and Br-iwnlow have resisted 
their infamous tfljrts and adhered to tho 
Union through perils which would have quail 
ed ordinary fouls but could not influence 
the breasts of such noble patriots.

The Treasury N<nx Bili The New York 

World, which has opposed tbe legal lender 
project from its first inception, in referring to the 
final passage of the Treasury Note bill, soys; 
''Throughout tho whole discussion in both houses 
nobody has contended that it was right in itself, 
or has nrged any argument in its favor but that 
of necessity. We do not believe the necessity to 
be real, and tbink the p-inciple dishonest and de 
moralizing. But candor requires us to be just to 
its advocates. Their motive has been an unwill- 
ingness to inllict a wrong on tbe present creditors 
of ihe Government. Men who have furnished 
supplies have been compelled to use their credit 
and, as the Government is compelled to pay them 
in its own paper, it is thought due to them to 
i sprees upon this paper such a character as will 
enable them to discharge with it their debts to 
the backs without loss. As the Government has 
engaged to pay i's soldiers thirteen dollars 
month, it is supposed to be under obligation, as it 
mu't pay them in paper, to protect them from the 
conseejuences of its depreciation. The motivo 
honorable, but th* reasoning short-sighted and 
childish. The Government has indeed no right to 
cheat th* I aldiers and contractors, but its duty to 
pay them in full rests on precisely the tame 
ground as its general obligation not to cheat at 
all. It bas no bettor right to defraud their cred 
itors than it has to defraud them. 

The bill as it has passed the Senate is a very 
different thing from what it was when it came 
from tbe House. The credit of tbe note; 
more carefully guarded, and a fnll recognition is 
made < f the great cardinal fsct that the precious 
metals are Ihe only legitimate standard of value. 
The interest on all the public obligations is made 
payalde in coin, and adiquate and ample provis 
ion if made for thai purpose by setting apart tbe 
most stable and trustworthy sources of the pub- 
lic revenue, namely, th* duties on imports and 
the prcceeds of the public land cales. Another 
excellent amendment was made in the Senate 
The treasury no'ca will be fundable not only with 
twentv years six per cent, bonds, but also at 
tbe pleasure of the bolder into two years boods 
bearing interest at seven and three-tenths per 
cent. This is the best provifhn in the bill for 
taking tbe notes rapidly out of circulation an' 
preventing their bloating the currency. 

The immediate pass age of the bill by the House 
in its present shape, will remove this grave sub 
ject, for the present, out of tho arena of discus 
. i n. In taking leave of it, we cannot forbear to 
oxpress our opinion that the earnest and critical 
manner in which it has been canvassed has boen 
productive ef great advantages. Its opponents 
have not, indeed, succeeded i i defeating the lega" 
tender scheme; but the force and truth with 
which tbey have depicted its dangers has led t 
the adop ion cf precautions and safeguards by 
wbich its evils will be greatly mi. totted. They 
saw Congress descendiog into an explosive mine 
with an open torch; tbev have succeeded in pro- 
curing tbe substitution of a wire-gauze safety- 
lamp, which secures the possibility cf a safe, if 
sufficiently early, return.

ThkEsi u k ok Rev. Mr. Wilson MOW Shi'tii 
C-AReaLtNA — The Rev. Mr. Wilson, late paetor cf 
the Baptist Church at Beiufort, S. 0>, says he 
was not imprisonod in South Car lioa, but was 
treated with the greatest kindness by his lato 
chnrch and congregation. Hat for their iymp\- 
tby and protection it is probable lhat he would 
have been aries'.ed. He says: 

Immediately after the battle of Manassas he 
refused to return thanks, as he was requested, for 
the "victory," ard w heo threatened, lie prompt- 
ly said ho would suffer m«ir'yrt/r>m rather than 
comply wiih the demand, lie tendered his re- 
rignalion and prtpirtd to leave the South, but 
was informed that he would not be permitted to 
do no, apd ii.ice then, until list week, he wis 
under the tu : veillance of men who threatened lo 
abuse him if ho made any attempt to leave the 
country. His wifo and children left during mid 
night, he followed the next night, and, after 
having experienced manv almo«t miraculous e^- 
eppoa, and enduring fatigues which nearly de- 
str. yed himself and family, he arrived in B>lti 
more on Wedneselay. 

The church at Beaufort, of which Mr. Wilson 
was paster, was formerly under the charge of Dr, 
Fuller, cow of Baltimore, and la the largest 
Bap'iot congregation in the South. When Port 
Royal was cap'uredaid the inhul.i'ants of Boau- 
fori 11 d, Mr. Wilson remained at h ; s home, de 
signing to seek protection within onr lines. The 
conduct of the negroes during the lime tha! the 
town was in thtiir possession b.-came so bad that 
for the saftety if himself and family Mr. Wilson 
was forced to rnsi Port Royal Ferry, and go 
within tho reteel Unas, He left a note to General 
Shoiman stilling that bis departure was a fcrced 
one; that ha intended to return, and desiring that 
protection might bo exteoded to his hi. use and 
property at Beaufort. General Sherman sent out 
a llig cf truce with an anbwer to tbe note, as 
suring Mr. Wibon tbat any peaceably d'* ( o3ed 
persons were at liberty to leturn and would be 
iirofec'ed. After a. mo lime, ard with considera- 
ble difficulty, Mr. W. obtained poseessiam of lien 
S 'a note, and attempted lo return to neiaiifort 
Captain llarnwetl. wbo commanded the rebel 
force at Port R >yal Ferry, refused to allow him 
to pass, and he lemniaed at a small village in the 
aicinity, where many of his congregation from 
Bsaufort had taken refuge, nntil an opportunity 
for escape nffamL At Norfolk Mr. Wilson was 
permitted bv General lluger, who treated bi.n 
with great kiiidners and consideration, to como 
tlown on the Qag of Uuce boat.
